(c) include plans and specifications, unless other- 
wise approved by the Chief Official, and show 
the proposed occupancy of all parts of the 
building; 

(d) state the valuation of the proposed work and be 
accompanied by the required fee;

4 Plans drawn to scale upon paper, cloth or other 
substantial material shall be clear and durable, and 
shall indicate the nature and extent of the work or

(1) site plans (One Copy) 

(2) architectural drawings (one copy) 

(3) structural drawings (one copy) 

(4) mechanical and electrical drawings (one copy of 

each) 

(5) specifications and soil report if required 
(one copy of each) . 

3.5 In lieu of separate specifications, the Chief Official 
may allow the essential information to be shown on the 
plans . 

3.6 When in order to expedite work, the approval of a 
foundation of a building is desired prior to the 
issuance of a permit for the whole building, application 
shall be made for the complete building, and complete 
plans and specifications covering the portion of the 
work for which immediate approval is desired shall be 
filed with the Chief Official. 

3.7 After issuance of the permit, and prior to any change 
in construction, application shall be made in writing 
to the Chief Official for any revision of the permit. 

3.8 Any person desiring to remove a building from one location

3. For paying the sum of $4,484.00, the amount charged 
against such lands and roads apart from lands and roads 
belonging to or controlled by the municipality, and for 
covering interest and above all other rates shall be assessed, 
levied, and collected (in the same manner and at the same 
time as other taxes are levied and collected) upon and from 
the undermentioned parcels of land and parts of parcels and 
roads, and the amount of the total special rates and interest 
against each parcel or part of parcel respectively shall be 
divided into Five (5) equal parts, and one such part shall 
be assessed, levied, and collected as aforesaid, in each 
year, for Five (5) years after the passing of this by-law 
during which the debentures have to run, provided that no 
greater amount shall be levied than is required after taking 
into account and crediting the amount of grants under sub- 
section 1 of section 89 of the Drainage Act, 1975, the amount 
of moneys paid under a by-law passed under subsection 3 of 
section 61 of that Act and commuted payments with respect to 
lands and roads assessed.
